SYDNEY, N. oe W., Dec, 31.— 


Belated word reached here today 
of a tremendous earthquake and 
tidal wave in parts of Australasia 
and Oceania on the miorning of 
Dec, 24. 

A wireless message from the 
steamer Duris to the New Guinea 
radio station today said that aft- 
er the earthquake a wall of water 
eight feet high swept the western 
mandated islands. 

Its force was so great at Awinn 
‘that houses and cattle were washed 
to sea. The European manager of 
the island and a number of inhabi- 
tants escaped by climbing the palm 
trees. 


In May-August, 1883, eruptions 
of the volcano Krakatao, between 
Sumatra and Java, produced a 
seismic wave which propagated it- 
self as far as the English Chan- 
nel and is estimated to have taken 
about 20,000 lives. 

On March 13, 1888, Hatzfeldt 
Harbour and King William Cape, 
on the northeast coast of New 
Guinea, experienced a wave 30 
feet in height after a period of 
earth tremors in Oceania. 

Dispatches from Coquimbo, 
Chile, 5000 miles east of the earth- 
quakes and seismic wave reported 
from Sydney, said that high waves 
washed the coast for 300 miles 
north of there Monday. The wa- 
ter was green in color and had an

DECEMBER PRECIPITATION 
‘9 INCH: NORMAL IS 2.21 


Half an Inch of Snow in Month; 
Highest Temperature 65 
and Lowest 18. 

Like several preceding months 
of 1930 December was dry, the 
precipitation for 30 days being .9 
inch, compared with 2.21 inches, 
the normal December rain and 
snow fall. 

The month’s snow amounted to 
half an inch, which, melted, form- 
ed .05 inch of the total precipita- 
tion. The month’s mean tempera- 
ture was 36 degrees, compared 
with 34.9, the normal mean. The 
highest reading was 65 degrees on 
the ninth and the lowest was 18 
degrees yesterday. There were 12 
clear days, 13 cloudy days and 5 
days described as partly cloudy. 

A succession of low pressure 
areas passing eastward over south- 
ern Canada resulted in continued 
moderate weather in the northern 
and central portions of the United 
States during the latter part of 
the month, Roscoe Nunn, local 
forecaster, said. 


ST, LOUIS BANK CLEARINGS 
$6,146,300,000 FOR 1930 


This Is $1,131,900,000 Short of 
1929 Total; Debits Also

St. Louis bank clearings for 1930 
totaled $6,146,300,000 as compared 
with $7,278,200,000 for last year, 
it was announced today by R. R. 
Tillay, manager of the St. Louis 
Clearing House Association. The 
1930 clearings fell short of the 1929 
total by $1,131,900,000. 

Bank debits totaled $13,039,900,- 
000 for 1930 less the debits of to- 
day, which have not yet been cal- 
culated. For the same period last 
year debits totaled $16,098,000,000.

Chairman Couzens of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee te-

system consolidation ‘of Eastern 
railroads as a proposal to get the 


roads “out of their fina dif- 
ficulties.” Couzens in inal 
statement said he had “rec... <d in- 


formation that the plan is more the 
result of high finance than it is in 
the public interest.” 

“It is reported,” he said, ‘‘that 
some of the high finance practiced 
by tHe railroads during the past 
four years has reacted against their 
financial interests, that while they 
should have been endeavoring to 
operate and manage railroads effi- 
ciently they have been really en- 
gaged in great financial undertak- 
ings, and this proposal is more of a 
proposal to help them out of their 
financial difficulties than it is in 
the public interest.” 

Earlier in the day Senator Cou- 
zens had. charged that President 
Hoover's issuance of a statement 
praising the proposed merger of 
Eastern railroads was unethical 
and indiscreet.”” Couzens said that 
all the railroad presidents had not 
favored the consolidation at first, 
but had felt that they must bow to 
the wishes,.ef the, President. 

Couzens issued his formal state- 
ment after a‘conference with Dan- 
iel Willard, president of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Rdilroad, ~which will 
be the backbone of one of the four 
large systems outlined in the pro- 
posed consolidation. 

The Michigan Senator said that 
Willard had told him that he and 
one or two other railroad presi- 
dents had not favored the four- 
system plan, but had felt they 
should do what they could to carry 
out the President’s wishes. 

Conferred With President. 

Couzens conferred with President 
Heover yesterday shortly before 
to the preag approving the. li- 
dation plans made in New York by 
the presidents of the Baltimore & 
Ohio, the Pennsylvania, the New 
York Central and Chesapeake & 
Ohio. This plan was formulated as 
a substitute for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s proposal 
for five consolidated Eastern trunk 
lines, which included L. F. Loree’s 
scheme to use the Delaware & Hud- 
son as the foundation for a _ fifth 
system. 

Couzens refused to comment yes- 
terday on his conference with the 
President beyond stating that the 
subject had been railroads, but to- 
day the independent Senator from 
Michigan, who is noted for his out- 
spoken utterances, bitterly criti- 
cised the President for “prejudg- 
ing” the plan before it had begn 
submitted to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

“Statement Most Unethical.”’ 

“While I hesitate to criticise the 
ethics of the President of the Unit- 
ed States,” said Couzens, “the issu- 
ance of this statement by him, in 
my judgment, was most unethical. 
In the concluding paragraph of the 
President’s statement he says, ‘the 
plan, of course, must be submitted 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, who have the independent 


|duty to determine, if it meets with 


every requirement of public inter- 
est.’ 

“In view of the President’s sup- 
port of the plan, it is questionable 


-| whether the ‘independent duty’ of 


the commission can be ascertained. 
Everyone knows the power and in- 
fluence of presidential approval, 
and everyone knows that these com- 
missioners owe their positions to 
the President of the United States, 
and, while it is the duty of the Sen- 
ate to confirm these appointments, 
no name can go to the Senate with- 
out having first been selected by 
the President. 

“There is a rapidiy growing pub- 
lic opinion that the President de- 
termines the actions of these inde- 
pendent commissions and such 
opinions will not be dissipated by 
the issuance of the present state- 
ment of the President. 

May Not Hope for Much. 

“As stated previously, I have not 
seen the plan and so am notin a 
position to say whether or not in 
my judgment it is in the public in- 
terest. But I do say that if this 
proposed consolidation is not great- 
er in the public interest than the 
consolidations already accomplished

Officials at the Navy Yard de- 
clined to discuss a report that a 
bottle of poison was found on Set- 
tle’s desk. The automobile was 
held by District of Columbia police. 
It had a broken headlight, dented 
hood and damaged radiator. 

The autopsy findings have been 
reported to a naval board of in- 
fquest;, whith said it expected to 
complete its findings within a 
week. It will report to Secretary 
Adams, who will make any subse- 
quent announcement.

The free state dail 
had not ratified the document 
when Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan signed the accord 
last October. The British ratifica- 
tion included that of the Do- 
minions.

Claude Cefalu, notorious in the

bank.- 

Policemen found Cefalu and 
Owen Couche, another suspect, in 
a garage and arrested them. On 


the way to police headquarters, Ce- 
falu attempted to snasen a pistol

was held. Police said Cefalu had 
a fresh wound on his \ead when 
they arrested him. Money thought 
to be part of the bank loot was 
found in a house near the garage. 

Dressed in white hoods and long 
coats, the robbers burst through 
the front door of the bank and be- 
gan shooting wildly without warn- 
ing. 

Pierre N. Rizan, a bank watch- 
man, fell dead at the first outburst 
of firing. Slugs from a sawed-off 
shotgun riddled his body. Gilbert 
Dietrich, a depositor, fell before the 
hail.of bullets in front of a teller’s 
window and died a few moments 
later. 

Albert Bronson, a ¢eller, sank to 
the floor of his cage with a pistol 
bullet in his body. Doctors said he 
was gravely injured. 

As one robber stood at the front 
door firing rapidly with the shot- 
gun, another took a position at one 
side of the lobby and sent a cross- 
fire of pistol bullets through the 
room. 

Meanwhile, the other ran into a 
teller’s cage and grabbed all the 
money in sight, about $3100. 

The men ran from the bank, fir- 
ing as they fled. A bullet struck 
the wall and bounded back, strik- 
ing one of them in the face. Blood 
showed through his white hood. 

Beside the curb in front of the 
bank stood an automobile with an- 
other man at the wheel. All piled 
into the car and drove away at 
great speed. 

The entire police force of New 
Orleans was ordered out. Guards 
were placed on all roads leaving 
the city, and a general round-up of 
underworld characters was begun. 
No clew that would aid in identi- 
fying the robbers was found.

Mayor Miller was one of the in- 
corporators of a company which 
recently drilled seven natural gas 
well in Macoupin County, IIL, about 
50 miles from St. Louis, which 
have a capacity of about 10,000,000 
cubic feet a day. The Mayor said 
this was not the company with 
which he was negotiating.

2690 DIVORCES GRANTED, 
136 FEWER THAN IN 1929 


Decline Noted for Second Success- 
ive Year; Condition Still Un- 
healthy, Sass Judge. 

Records of the Courts of Domes- 
tic Relations show that 2690 di- 
vorces were granted in St. Louis 
this year, 136 fewer than last year. 
Divorces granted in 1929 were 343 
fewer than the number in 1928.

Legge expressed the opinion it 
was improbable the exchange would 
close; he did not advocate that 
course. ‘Properly regulated.” he 
said, “the grain exchange has a 
useful function to perform ” 

He advocated that grain  ex- 
changes should not be permitted to 
establish their own regulations, “ex- 
cept as approved by the Secretary 
of Agriculture.” 

Further restrictions desirable, he 
said, would consolidate administra- 
tion of the Federal Grain Inspection 
the Warehouse Act and the 
zrain Futures Act. One purpose of 
the Agricultural Marketing Act, he 
said, was to limit speculative trad- 
ing. : 

Legge said he did not believe 
Carey's statement ‘‘represented any 
well considered poliey or program 
of the board,” and that “my guess 
would be that Carey had a bad day 
or else woke up with a headache 
or something.” He termed Carey’s 
statement a “petulant expression.”

Asserts U. S. May Force Suspene- 
sion of Grain Trading. 
By the Asaociated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—hurther 
Federal restrictions on grain spec- 
ulation may cause the Chicago 
Board of Trade to close its doors, 
an eventuality which, according to 
Peter B. Carey,-a vice president, 
the board of directors, has contem- 
plated. 

“We might as well; few traders 
are doing any business; the Gov- 
ernment agencies are doing most 
of the trading,” Carey observed 
yesterday. 

The present home of the Board 
of Trade, a 312,000,000 building of 
44 stories, crowned with a gigantic 
statue of Ceres, rising 608 feet 
above La Salle street, has been 
open only a year. 

“It’s time we fight back at those 
who have tried to make the Board 
of Trade the goat in this farm-re- 
lief business,” Carey said. ‘“‘We've 
gone along with the Farm Board; 
given them our support and kept 
still when Secretary of Agriculture 
Hyde introduced his Russian 
‘menace’ and Chairman Legge of 
the Farm Board found so much 
fault with our practices. I don’t 
think we ought to keep still any 
longer: nor do most of the traders.” 

The Board of Trade executive 
thinks reducing the wheat produc- 
tion to domestic consumption will 
give the,farmer a better market. 

“But,”” he continued, “the Farm 
Board has spent a year preaching 
reduced acreage and the latest re-' 
port shows a cut of only 1.1 per 
cent for next year. The reason is 
that farmers, realizing the stabili- 
zation corporation is bound to ‘peg’ 
the price, will continue to grow as 
much wheat as they can. Their 
market is assured.”

N some respects I think we shall have 
[ go back to 1893 for a parallel to the 
present depression. While it did not at 
first seem, outside the stock market, to be 
so severe or devastating as the setback of 
1920-21, this begins to have the indications 
of longer duration. 

The downward plunge of commodity prices 
has not been so abrupt, and our manufac- 
turers, generally speaking, did not have the 
grave problem of huge inventories and 
wholesale cancellations of orders that were 
so disturbing 10 years ago. Neither is the 
agricultural situation so acute now as then, 
notwithstanding the effects of an  un- 
paralleled drouth in certain regions and the 
low prices of such staples as wheat and 
cotton. Many factors in the agricultural 
field are more hopeful than they were 10 
years ago. Thig year the farmers do not’ 
have to deal with an inflation of farm land 
prices and wild speculation. 

In 1921 our speculation frenzy had been 
chiefly in commodities and real estate. This 
time is was mainly in securities. Even 
conservative investment varies profoundly 
from its former course. The fact that dis- 
tribution of the shares of corporations was 
already so wide made the deflation of 
stocks universally felt. 

We are much more involved in world 
trade and in international finance than 
formerly. The present distress is world- 
wide. In that respect it resembles 1893 
more than some of the more recent periods 
of business contraction. In 1893 we suf- 
fered from the world influence because we 
were a debtor nation. Now the worid in- 
fluence affects us even more profoundly 
because we are a creditor nation, that is to 
say a banking nation. When debtor nations 
cease to borrow, the banker nation finds 
its exports declining. Our accumulation of 
wealth has forced us into business enter- 
prises throughout the world, but we still 
adhere to a policy that looks to the restric- 
tion of imports by improving import duties. 

I do not criticise that policy, but merely call 
attention to the problem with which other 
nations are faced in paying their debts to us. 


At this very moment of business lethargy 
and stress, the United States is immeasura- 
bly stronger financially than ever before. 
While there have been suspensions and 
even failures of banks, we have not had a 
money panic to face as in 1893 and 1907. 
Nobody goes to his bank this year and 
meets the ordeal of a conference with the 
cashier before his check on his perfectly 
good balance is honored. That was a com- 
mon experience in 1893 and 1907. Thousands 
of good banks then virtually admitted in- 
solvency and appealed to their patrons to 
help them by withdrawing the smallest pos- 
sible amounts from their accounts. 
Unemployment, although it may last 
longer, is not so acute as in 1921 nor so 
ruinous as in 1893. The business community 
is dealing with the situation in a construc- 
tive way and a humanitarian spirit unpar- 
alieled in earlier times.

after wave of prosperity. There are some 
prophets who tell us that we shall never 
see the like of the good times that are 
gone. That was what they thought and 
talked tn 1837, 1857, 1873, 1893. Many of 
us distinctly recall the despair that pre- 
vailed between 1893 and 1896. 

Nevertheless, I am sure that 1893 was a 
much harder year than 1930, and I think 
that we shall find that 1894 and 1885 were 
more trying than the next two years will 
be. We thought then, as now in our pes- 
simistic moeds, that the good days were 
gone, never to return, 


We thought we were facing total destruc- 
tion when war broke out in Europe in 1914, 
but within a year we in this country were 
enjoying enormous prosperity. Next came 
our entrance into the great war and then 
the close of'the war, and after a momentary 
halt the most prosperous decade in our his- 
tory. Even the speculators seem to have 
forgotten that the stock exchanges were 
closed for months in 1914. For a time in 
1920 we thought that an irretrievably ruined 
world confronted us. Economists discussed 
the inevitable bankruptcy of Europe and 
philosophers mourned the imminent col- 
lapse of western civilization. 

We will emerge from the present period 
of contraction while we are still talking 
about it. The end of the recent period of 
prosperity came with explosive force while 
we were still boasting about the “new era” 
of endless good times. I believe that with- 
in two or three years the experts who are 
now quarreling over the cause of the dire 
calamity they did not foresee will be ex- 
pilaining how there came about so suddenly 
@ revival that they despaired of. 

The return of confidence and creative 
courage may be slow, but it must be remem- 
bered that,in no previous time of business 
reverse and depression were we of the 
United States so strong financially and in- 
dustrially as today. In 1873 and 189% there 
was almost universal breakdown of the ma- 
chinery of business. Business had no recoil 
cushions to absorb the shock. 

The next period of prosperity will not-be 

so brilliant nor so flashy as the last one. 
The lesson we have learned this last year 
will be remembered for a long time. I think 
it will take some years of new prosperity to 
overcome our present caution and prudence. 
But our new prosperity will be the better 
for its conservatism. The volume of busi- 
ness will not be so forced as it was and 
progress will be more temperate. It may 
be some years hefore we attain new peaks 
of industry and trade. but there will not 
be so much profitiess prosperity as there 
was. 
My confidence in a new and better future 
is firm. At'the moment the depth of our 
depression is as unwarranted ag the dizzy 
pinnacle of elation that preceded it.

E NEED a better under- 
standing between business 
and government. It 
would be well to temper regula- 
tion with co-operation and sea- 
son restriction with encourage- 
ment, 

The solicitous care given labor 
and agriculture by the Govern- 
ment has generally worked to‘ 
the public advantage. When 
the representatives or individual 
members of these interests make 
mistakes they’ are not charged 
against the whole oragnization. 
But in commercial business the 
errors of one are usually consid- 
ered to reflect on the whole 
group. All legitimate business 
is entitled to governmental con- 
sideration. 


Business is involved not only 
in matters of regulation, but in 
the whole broad field of the do- 
mestic and foreign policy of the 
Government. All these _ rela- 
tionships vitally affect the wel- 
fare of the people. 

_ It would be contrary to sound 
policy for business or any or- 
ganization to engage in an ef- 
‘fort to dominate political or 
governmental action by med- 
dling in what does not concern 
them, That would warrant a re- 
vival of criticism against invis- 
ible government. But when in- 
dustry will be affected by gov- 
ernmental action it ought to be 
heard sympathetically and with- 
out the implication of seeking 
domination contrary to the pub- 
lic interest. We cannot have 
employment and prosperity ex- 
cept on the basis of justice to 
business.

No splendid stadiums, 
packed with scores ef thousands 
of onlookers saw the games then;

Play was 
hard to follow, just one dull rep- 
etition of dangerous mass con- 
tacts with an occasional criss- 
cross or punt. 

In tennis the Davis Cup which 
subsequently galvanized the 
world into activity in this pas- 
time, was not even in existence.

There were 
no concrete arenas for holding 
tournaments and nations only 
yawned at reports of national 
championships, where today the 
cables hum with stories of thrill- | 
ing matches. 

As for horse racing, one view 
of the magnificent Arlington

Maryland, Why Maryland! 
OU, too, Maryland? If there 
is a spot in the United States 

which Old Man Depression might 
have been expected to avoid, it 
is Maryland, particularly the 
Maryland race tracks. 

Here racing is at its best, from 
a financial as well as from a 
technical tiewpoint. Here the 
sport and its followers are pro- 
tected to the limit by inspection 
and by high-minded officials. 
And here the revenues come roll- 
ing in, under a pari-mutuel law. 

It is in Maryland that race 
tracks, which depend on no ex- 
traordinary population center 
for patronage, are eable to pay 
the state $6000 a day taxes and 
get rich in spite of that heavy 
charge—a tax that is more than 
twice the sum asked of the rich 
and costly Arlington plant at 
shicago. 

But. although no one in 
land is moaning about it, 
land had a bad inning at racing 
this vear. The official report 
for 1930 shows that the total 
amount wagered in the mutuels 
at the various tracks during the 
92 days fell more than $7,000,000 
below the 1929 total during 1930. 
That meant a loss of nearly a 
million dollars in revenue to the 
four tracks. With some of them 
it may have meant the differ- 
ence between profit and loss. 

The drop in betting is just 
another instance of the lack of 
surplus that followed the stock 
crash. .

By Way of Comparison. 
HE Maryland tracks “draw 
their patronage from Balti- 
more and Washington, a popula- 
tion center not greatly exceeding 
that of St. Louis and its en- 
virons. The official report shows 
that the Maryland tracks in peak 
years handled an average of 
$586,000 daily in the mutuéls 
and this year averaged more 
than half a million despite the 

setback noted above. | 

Fairmount Jockey Club last 
year had a daily average handle 
of around $125.000! 

The difference is at least partly 
accounted for by the splendid 
protection afforded Maryland 
race-goers under the State laws.
